We take it for granted that the call for a 
caucus of Democratic members of the Leg- 
islature, to meet this evening, and consider 
a second change of time for holding the 
State Convention, will end ina brilliant 
display of masterly inactivity on the part 
of persons of a responsible and reflecting 
turn of mind.

The passage of a conventional interest 
bill is not a repeal buta confirmation of 
our usury laws. As matters stand, the 
usurer has it all his own way, and, in the 
stringency ot the market, finds no trouble 
whipping the devil around the stump, for 
men must have money, law or no law, 
and they will have it when pressed in spite 
of law. The legal rate ot interest is un- 
known in the practical operations of busi- 
ness and our banks are so crippled by the 
general dearth of funds that they can only 
accommodate their customers. The people 
are thus left out in the cold. A conven- 
tional interest act is required to relieve the 
people. 

We have shown why itis that the actual 
percent. charged for money is so high in 
Kentucky. Foreign capital will not come 
here, and our native capital is driven 
away. The market being thus con- 
stantly dramed and never _replen- 
ished, speculators —§ become the 
bankers of the people. These speculators 
charge what they please, because they can 
get whatever they demaad. In the absence 
of competi tion the borrower has no option 
at all. Our interest laws secure the usurers 
a monopoly in money. They take large 
risks and charge accordingly. Legitimate 
money is elbowed out. It goes where it 
can make more and ina legitimate way.

All this is true. Indeed, looking at the 
matter from the stand-point of an honest 
and impartial observer, we are tempted to 
venture the remark that it 1s too true. 
Like the Father of his Country—and we 
are proud to resemble him in this, if in 
nothing elsee—we cannot tell a lie; and 
hence this candid acknowledgment of the 
truth of the Post’s observation, If there 
is one single thing ov this broad, green 
earth that we have endeavored upon all 
occasions to tell at whatever sacrifice of 
fame or fortune, that one solitary thing on 
this broad, green earth is what is popu- 
Jarly known as the Truth. We have long 
been aware that if crushed to earth she 
will rise again, but we have ever 
studiously refrained from crushing 
her, peverthelese. We are, therefore, 
constrained to acknowledge the justice of 
the charge upon which the Post indicts 
the Democratic politicians. We dre con-

Wherever Radicalism prevails 
there Learning lifts her classic head, and 
trom her ambrosial locks scatters intellect- 
ual light and loveliness abroad; wherever 
Democracy obtains a foothold, there Ig- 
norapce erects her shrines and her altars, 
before which her blind and ragged votaries 

prostrate themselves in the dust and sing 
peans in ber praise. It is not strange, 

‘then, that the Democrat who is true to his 
principles and his party never approaches 
a echool-house without instinctively teel- 
ing in his pockets to see if he bas such a 
thing about him as a box of matches or a 
cun of nitro-glycerine.

A Leat from History, 

A good while ago first a village, then a 
town, and finally a small-sized city, grew 
ot the southern bank of the Ohio, at the 
falls of that mver, and was called 
Louisville. The wise in such matters ar- 
gued that its location must naturally and

had so long been the little city of Louisville 
began ¢o expand in tgade and commerce, | 
and to increase in population, and wealth, 
and enterprise. A railroad was built by 

her to increase the facilities for Southern 
transpcrtation, and it was not many years 
before the formerly rather slow town of 
sixty thousand, with little or no busmess | 
abroad, expanded into the city of more 
than a hundred thousand, enjoying the 
lion’s share of the Southern trade. 

In the mean time Cincinnati was suffer- 
ing. Her warehouses were empty and 
her streets, if not literally growing up in 
grass, were metaphorically 60. The cen- 
sus showed her population to be falling off, 
and there was stagnation in all the depart- 
ments of her business. What was to be 
done? As commerce departed so manu- 
factures waned. Even in the matter of 
hogs, for which she had formerly been the 
first market of the Union, and in virtue of 
which she had obtained the title of Pork- 
opolis, the formerly contemned city of 
Louisville had taken precedence of her, 
ranking next to Chicago among tlie cities 
ot the United States asa hog market. 

W hai, we say, was to be done? Some- 
thing prompt and decisive had become 
essential to the lite of Cincinnati. Well, 
the wiseacres of that decaying munici- 
pality put their heads together, and it was 
determined among them that a railroad to 
the South, in order to get back at least part 
ot their Southern trade, was an absolute 
necessity. But that railroad would cost an 
immense déal of money. That was a 
grievance too great to be borne, They,or 
many of them, had been with SHerMan 
in his “march to the sea,” and had seen— 
nay, been assisting at—the wholesale de- 
struction of Southerners’ property, but 
then = that was the property of 
“iebels,” and they could not stand the idea 
of parting with any part of theirs. Still 
the railroad must be built. What were 
they todo? What did theydo? Unwill- 
ing to incur the expense of the road them- 
selves, after much consultation and de- 
liberation, they hit upon a new seheme. 
It was the Southern Railroad scheme. 
lty it they proposed, not to build the road 
themselves, but to make the people of Ken- 
tucky, the State of which Louisville is 
the commercial metropohs, build it 
fur them. A pretense was made 
of appropriating a considerable 
amount, which, however, would have been 
inadequate for the purpose, and “trustees” 
were appointed to runa road through 
Kentucky end Tennessee, at the expense 
of the people of those two States, uf 
possible. It was made the duty of those 
“trustees” to procure the passage of a bill 
through the Kentucky Legislature, giving 
them the right of way through the State, 
and authorizing them to extort by sub- 
scriptions the amount necessary for the 
construction of the euterprise, trom the 
people of the Commonwealth, the stock to 
be exclusively held by Cincinnati. Thus, 
it was deemed, the road might be built 
without much real expense to Cincinnati. 
The counties along the line of the road 
could be compelled to hand upthe need- 
ful, the votes of railroad hands, negroes 
or whites, it was deemed being quite 
sufficient for carrying every county dona- 
tion ordered by the “trustees.” The 
“trustees” were, of course, to have exclu- 
sive management of the road when 
completed. But, as BURNS says:

The bill tor the ineorporation of the 
Cincinnati Southern railroad, when it 
came before the Kentucky Legislature 
was rejected by that body. The event was 
as unexpected as it was damaging to Cin- 
cinnati. - lhe Kentucky jaw-makers assur” 
ed the “trustees” that they were ever ready 
to invest Kentucky corporations with the 
usual’ railroad privileges, but that they 
could not and would noi legislate away 
the property of the people and the inde- 
y ndence of the State for the benefit of any 
foreign Company or city. 

Once again it was asked, what is to be 
done? It was determined to insist at the next 
session upon the passage of the measure, 
and this time “to grease the machinery 
with fipancial cil.” The next session is 
here and the trustees are at Frankfort.

Inauceration of the. Course—Mr. 
Gough —- Public 
on 


And ts Viewea with Twe Critics Eyes. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CriTIC,} 

Weisiger Hall was crowded lest night a+ it hat 
not been before this season, to hear Mr. John B. 
Gough's lecture upon “Peculiar People.” It ts 
worth while, in view of this fact of the size of 
the house yesterday evening—a house nearly 
twice as largeas elther of those granted Miss 
Kellogg—a house than Thomas 
with his uosufpassed orchestra and its divine 
music could command—it is worth while to in- 
quire into some of the causes that have led to the 
wonderful success of Mr. Gough elsewhere as in 
this city. He has now been before the public for 
a pumber of years, and is perhapsas popular a 
lecturer to the mass as any upon the stage. Itis 
just this: Mr. Gough appeals to nothing so mach 
as populerity: an ephemeral popularity at that; 
and we doubt that in his long course he has ever 
given birth to an original thought that may live 
after bim, or has furnished tire wor:d with more 
than a collection of personal experiences, and a 
vast number of tilustrative anecdotes. 

We except entirely from this computation his 
experienc: as a temperance lectu er. We bosor 
bim for the manly struggie that resulteiio bis 
,eformation; we admire him for tne noble and 
long-continued crusade against intemperance; 
we reverence him for the good he has dene tao 
that caure, and we hesitate to take exception to 
his further ventures in the lecture fieid, from the 
very respec! that we feel for the man, viewed a:a 
reformer and the apostie of temperance in this 
country of ours, But forall that Mr. Gough has 
tranecended his _Province io taking his success 
in one field as @ warrant for parailel succe:s in 
apoiber. We venture the assertion that he bas 
added not a whit, in this further venture of his, 
to either the elevation of our taste, the encyclo- 
pedia of our knowledge, orto the beitering of 
our moral condition. Takeany or all of his lee- 
tures, and mark that we bave three just past for 
data, and we ask if the consciousness exists of 
heving been more than amuse4@, or if we 
bold him in gra'eful remembrance as having 
ministered to the better nature of ours that re- 
sponds to a grand or an original thought, 
or bows reverentiy to the teacher who has 
taught us a before unlearned lesson. The 
character of Mr. Gough's lectures, the three 
given here for tastence, bars the possibility of 
this. There has been no continuity in them, 
there hes not been a sy'l gistie conclusien 
evolved from any «ne of them. The full course 
has been hardly more than an illustration of tn- 
dividual peculiarities, for the subject of th- first 
was subordinate to the anecdoies tatroduced, 
with ne higher aim than to amuse and with a 
complementary :u:cessful resuit. Now we be- 
lieve that the province of a lecturer is something 
more than thi:,tofu'nuish ao absurd volume of 
ridiculous chap ers. and_we therefore condemn 
Mr. Gough for his unwarrsntable tatrusion upon 
a field that should be sacrea t» instruction. 

We will not enlarge upon his mapner, almost 
fatal to a subject that demands more than a 
strong, an animated and a forcible appeal to 
our impulses, por upon his eloquence whose 
character is pever 80 ma: ked as to make us forget 
entirely ite method of entorcemen’, or so fervid 
that the halfabeurd incongi nutty of bis gestures 
will ox force Itself upon us. It is not, 
after all, a mater for wonder that 
he has attained such eminent success tp his pro- 
fession. We p'ace first aad foremost his foulty 
otamusipg. The mass of those who compote 
his audiences tever eater the doors of ath ater, 
have never Visited ihe peripatetic entertain- 
ments, Whose only object is to present the 
laughable and ludicrous side of human na‘ure, 
who feel the necessity of being amused, and 
seize the opportunity that the orthodox na‘ure of 
his «calling afferds. This is the secret of the 
whole affair. There is an element of the clo yn 
in all of his lecturés,and here we again cali a'- 
tention to the exception, already made, that as- 
similates them to these same traveling exhibi- 
tions but that tells the story of his success. If 
John B. Gough were not amusing there would 
not be a handful of people who would attend 
hts kciures. He is pathetic at times, but it is the 
better nature of the man, that he 
bolds in common with every human being, 
that asserts itself, and that his wonderful 
command of language and the energy of his ac- 
tlon renders for the moment efleciive. But we 
go to bear him because he amuses ut, and that is 
the impression he leaves after him. Mr. Gough 
helds so prominent a position that he is ameana- 
bie to criticism, and itis the ambitious nature 0° 
his claims and prefession that renders ui less 
chary of exercising the opportunity. 

The Young Men's Christian Association have 
reason for congratulation in this auspicious 
commencement for the future success of their 
course, forthe result of the past three evenings 
must be a substantial a‘dition to their means of 
prosecuting their most worthy enterprise. We 
bespeak for them no less success for their next 
series, With the Rev. W. H. Milburn engaged.
